WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate headed today for its first 
vote on revising a proposal to 
curb U S. involvement in Cam­ 
bodia. but Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield expressed doubt 
of early action on the measure 
itself 


Mansfield told reporters he is 
"alarmed, distressed and dis­ 
turbed" at new Cambodian calls 
for a continued U.S. presence 
after the June 30 deadline set by 
President Nixon for withdrawal 
of American forces. 
A note on the Cooper-Chureh 


amendment to curb funds tor 
U.S. activities in Cambodia was 
set for early afternoon. 
The roll call is being viewed 
as only a brief pause in the tor­ 
rent of words on Cambodia, a 
subject which has dominated 
business in the chamber for ten 
days. 
Both sides in the dispute 
about legislation to cut off funds 
for retaining U.S. forces in 
Cambodia after July 1 acknowl­ 
edged the vote today would 
have little significance. 
The measure involved is a 
conciliatory change in the cutoff 


amendment, to declare that it is 
"in concert with the declared 
objectives of the President 
that U.S. forces be withdrawn 
from Cambodia by June 30 This 
amounts to an “amendment of 
an amendment " 


It was deemed certain to 
pass, but the White House al­ 
ready has sent word that it will 
not alter administration opposi­ 
tion to the basic amendment

The latest addition to the na­ 
tion's arsenal of nuclear mis­ 
siles is being slipped into under­ 
ground silos on the prairies of 
North Dakota. 
Newsmen got a look at one in­ 
stallation of a Minuteman III in­ 
tercontinental ballistic missile 
Monday, although the rocket's 
multiple warhead was not in 
place as it was lowered from a 
special vehicle into its under­ 
ground berth by Air Force 
crews. 
The Air Force wasn't saying 
how many of the M IR Y—for 
multiple independently targeted 
re-entry vehicle—weapons have 
been placed in silos attached to 
Minot Air Force Base in north­ 
west North Dakota 
But Monday's installation was 
the first one in which news me­ 
dia were notified 
The Pentagon said warheads 
for the missiles now being in­ 
stalled 
will 
be added 
next 
month. 
The Minuteman III can be 
equipped either with the single 
nuclear warhead of the earlier 
Minuteman I and II or the 
MIRV, which contains multiple 
warheads that can be delivered 
to several different targets. 
The new missiles were esti­ 
mated to cost $300 million with 
another $150 million spent on 
the modification of existing 
launch facilities and launch con­ 
trol centers and the installation 
of ground support equipment at 
the 150 silos throughout eight 
North Dakota counties. 
Minot is the first base to have 
the MIRY system as part of a 
Minuteman III rocket, which 
weighs 76.000 pounds, about 
three tons heavier than earlier 
models, and has a range of 6.000 
miles at up to 15.000 miles per 
hour. 
Air Force officials escorted 
newsmen to an installation 23 
miles northwest of Parshall, 
where cameramen were permit­ 
ted to photograph the lowering 
of a Minuteman into a silo. 
Officials at the base said they 
were not allowed to say how 
many of the advanced weapons 
had been placed in North Dako­ 
ta.

When citizens get fired up enough to 
say their piece on a major issue, they are 
strongly inclined to communicate with

A comparison of pro and con mail to 
the White House or to Capitol Hill, or 
even the grand totals, is not. therefore, to 
be taken as a necessarily trustworthy 
measurement of public opinion as a 
whole. The primary significance ot the 
mail in this case is not in the breakdown 
but in the sheer volume, an eloquent 
statement as to the depth and breadth of 
the impression the war issue has made on 
the public 


We can take some comfort

W ASHINGTON (N EA 1 
F rom bits and pieces ot information this correspondent 
has gathered from Negroes with wide contacts in the black 
community, tfie* deaths at Ke*nt State, followed by the 
deaths at Jackson State, have had a profound effect on 
black attitudes toward young white activists. 
These informants sav tfie* Negro young people—both col- 
le*ge* and blue* collar 
were turned off vvhe*n the death ot 
tour white students at ke*nt created a national uproar 
among white students and when the death of black stu­ 
dents at Jackson State* produced no comparable outcry 
among the student groups which have so long and so vig­ 
orously stated their solidarity with the black students and 
the* black underprivileged 
This seeming lesser concern for black lives among 
these* white youths apparently has strengthened the hands 
of those Negro youth leaders who have maintained for 
some* time that tfit* white* college activists were merely 
out to use thi* blacks —not to help them 
Now reports of tfie type outlined above are. of course, 
subjective.

to work with blacks This poverty the white students as­ 
sume as a pose is the very condition the blacks are at­ 
tempting to escape in reality 


Since these blacks know the whites could afford better, 
then dress and actions made these northern collegians 
seem unreal, not quite relevant and somewhat ineffective 


Said one black. 
If they had come South dressed in but­ 
ton-down collars, looking like their white southern counter­ 
parts. they would have produced a real shock wave 
Dressed as they were and acting as they did. the northern 
youths were shrugged off as “ freaks.” 


The objective of the college blacks this reporter has con­ 
tact with is not to destroy the establishment or to run 
away from it 1 and they see these white college activists 
aiming at just thisi 
Rather their complaint is they want 
to go up m tfit* establishment and become a part of it and 
are not now being allowed to move in this direction at a 
pace which satisfies them. 


They want good clothes, cars and homes 
tor these 
things, they say mean tfu v have arrived They don't want 
what these way out white college vouths want 


Now again there is no wav to measure how far these 
feelings go 01 how typical they are ot the Negro com­ 
munity 
But the Negroes this reporter has contacted have 
roots both in the colleges and in the slums and in both 
the storv comes out tfit* same, despite the recognized 
existence <it some violent and far-out Negro groups

A — Bedwetting, in a few cases, is a result of an 
abnormal urinary outlet or bladder If these causes 
have been ruled out. an allergy to some food eaten 
several times a week should be considered. A 
recent stuuy indicates that bedwetting runs in some 
families. Another study revealed that nearly one- 
third ot all those who continue to wet the bed after 
they are 6 have abnormal brain waves. Even 
though they show no other signs of epilepsy, they 
are helped by taking anticonvulsant drugs. 
When all the causative factors have been ruled 
out and other treatments have failed, lmipranune 
<Tofranil 1. desipramine (Norpramin or Pertofam. 
nortriptyline (Aventyl) or amitriptyline (Elavil. 
Etrafon or Triavili may help. 
Q — I)o you think a child should be punished for 
bedwetting” 
A — No — if anything, this would make him 
worse 
Q — My son. 2. has one cold after another We 
keep the indoor temperature in winter at 72. Is that 
warm enough” Could eating sweets between meals 
cause his colds” W hen he takes his naps, we leave 
his clothes on except for his shoes? Should we put a 
cover over him? 
A — Your son may have an allergic rhinitis or he 
may be a victim ot a series of different cold viruses. 
Overtreatment with nasal sprays and other cold

membranes. An indoor temperature between 65 
and 70 is warm enough if there is sufficient 
moisture in the air Eating sweets would not be a 
tactor in causing your son's colds.

15 -Wa ggle Your Putte r 


In 
putting, 
some 
ot 
the 
seemingly littlest things can 
make the biggest difference 
Like a waggle, for instance. 


At least eight jillion words 
have been written about the 
value 
ot 
a 
waggle 
when 
you're addressing a drive or 
an iron shot, hut how often 
have you heard it said that 
a waggle can be a big help 
on the green? A waggle, ot 
course, is any little move­ 
ment to break the tension 
just prior to a shot, usually 
following the early path the 


backswing will take. 


Before hitting a putt, em ­ 
ploy some prelim inary move­ 
ment to relax and get im ­ 
proved rhythm. 
Raise and 
lower the putter, or draw it 
back 
slightly 
a 
couple 
of 
times. If you watch the pros 
prepare to putt, you’ll see 
almost as many variations 
of 
waggling 
as 
there 
are 
players, hut they all serve 
the same purpose. 


In reality, you are starting 
your stroke with your wag­ 


gle. although you want to re­ 
turn your clubhead to its ac­ 
customed position square to 
the hall before your back­ 
stroke Doing anything from 
a 
standing 
start 
is 
much 
more difficult than preced­ 
ing it with a slight move­ 
ment. So waggle your putter, 
too.

POINT 
BARROW. 
Alaska 
(APi — Bob Poole, the musher. 
had cause for grief last winter 
One of his sled dogs was run 
over and killed by a snowmo­ 
bile. It was insult heaped on in­ 
jury And it was inevitable. 


The feisty little machines with 
their ear-splitting engines and 
baneful exhausts have made the 
working dog team almost as ob­ 
solete as the igloo. 
Romantics might 
find that 
fact 
horrifying, 
but 
Alaskans 
couldn't be happier. The ma­ 
chines 
have 
liberated 
them 
from winter isolation and made 
a friend of the snow. 


Even the Eskimos find virtue 
in snowmobiles. 
"Too bad this place does not 
have enough flat place to have 
these iron dogs." lamented the 
newspaper at Little Diomede, a 
rock island in the Bering Strait. 
for we sure can 
use them 
here." 
"Use" is the correct verb. 
Most of the 285.000 Americans 


who bought snowmobiles last 
year got them primarily for fun 
Point Barrow kids like to race 
merrily across the tundra too. 
but here an iron dog's main 
function is utilitarian It is the 
arctic version of the family car 
Here, where winter lasts from 
October to May. snow machines 
with sleds attached take the 
kids to school, haul the grocer­ 
ies home, deliver the mail, tote 
the ice for drinking water and 
get the whole family to the Po­ 
lar Bear theater on Saturday 
night 


Down on the Seward Peninsu­ 
la. near Nome, reindeer herders 
use 
snowmobiles 
to 
chase 
strays. At Prudhoe Bay. on the 
Arctic Ocean, oil workers use 
them to shuttle from rig to rig 
At Kotzebue, the airport limou­ 
sine is a snowmobile with a 
sturdy dog sled attached. 
" There's no question that 
snow machines have made a 
better life up here." said Eben 
Hopson, a Point Barrow civic 
leader. 


Bolling Slaps Practices 
On Defense Expenses 


KANSAS CITY (APi - Rep 
Richard Bolling. D-Mo.. said to­ 
day “ uncontrolled and wasteful 
military spending is a disrup­ 
tive force in our society that is 
adding to the violence some­ 
times instigated over the mili­ 
tary costs in Vietnam and Cam­ 
bodia." 
Bolling said the hit and miss 
unsystematic, non-defense or­ 
iented way in which the Armed 
Services Committees of Con­ 
gress. and in particular the 
House, operate have forced in­ 
efficient. uneconomic and some­ 
times useless weapons systems 
and other products into defense 
systems 
" Such policies and practices 
can only be changed or elimin­ 
ated when we change the chair­ 
man of the House Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee through re­ 
form in the House." Bolling said 
in a speech prepared for the 
High Twelve International Club 
L. Mendel Rivers. D-S.C.. is 
chairman of the committee. 
Bolling cited the appropria­ 
tion of $15 billion for research 
and development of the B70 
bomber eight years ago as an 
example. 
" Congress appropriated $1.5 
billion for the B70. based on the 
committee s recommendations." 
he said, and here is what the 
American people got for their 
$15 billion: 
“ One B70 that crashed and 
was destroyed; one B70 which 
they may view in the Air 
Force Museum at Wright-Pat- 
terson Air Foree Base in Ohio, 
and one-half of a B70 whose 
parts are stored in an unknown 
location. 
“ The responsibility for this 
kind of uncontrolled and waste­ 
ful spending can be traced di­ 
rectly to the chairman of the 
House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee who has enormous power 
in the determination of major 
military expenditures." 


He urged public support for 
his proposal to modify the sen­ 
iority system in the House. 
The shocking costs of inef­ 
ficient and uneconomic develop­ 
ment of planes, tanks, ships 
have been compounded as the 
intricacy of weapons systems 
has multiplied. 


"Efforts of several adminis­ 
trations to bring some order out 
of this chaos have been repeat­ 
edly frustrated by the mislead­ 
ing work of senior committee 
members who serve special in­ 
terests rather than the interests 
of defense and the nation.

Hopson explained that em­ 
ployment for nearly every Bar­ 
row man is part time or season­ 
al when it’s available at all. An 
Eskimo breadwinner still has to 
hunt and trap regularly to feed 
his family 
"With dogs a man could trav­ 
el only about 35 miles a day." 
he said. "'With a snow machine 
we can range out 100 miles or 
more on a weekend to find 
game and still be home Sunday 
night 
My own trapline is 40 
miles away. I can get there and 
back the same day I could nev­ 
er do that with a dog team. 
According to Bill Leavitt, a 
part time construction worker 
and skilled hunter, some Bar­ 
row men without jobs hunt full 
time with their snowmobiles 
and fare well enough that they 
can barter meat and skins for 
staple goods and fuel 
Thus the machines have had a 
demographic effect on the Arc­ 
tic slope. A wider range of mo­ 
bility has asllowed Eskimos to 
live in population centers, near 
schools and hospitals and wel­ 
fare agencies, and still have ac­ 
cess to game trails Cape Halk-

And the accepted Eskimo 
name for the machine is "snow 
go." a brand name correctly 
spelled Knowing this helps in 
interpreting such signs as the 
one posted in the Barrow school 
yard: “ No Snow Goes Here 
Even as recreational items, 
snowmobiles have proved a psy­ 
chological blessing in Alaska, 
where highways are scarce and 
cabin fever a common malady. 
“ 1 can remember when we 
had to put our automobiles on 
blocks in the winter and walk." 
said Robert Atwood, an Anchor­ 
age publisher. “ Snowmobiles al­ 
low us to go places I've never 
been in the 40 years I’ve lived in

Lawyer Morris Shenker de- 
scribe’d in the article as 
the 
foremost lawyer of the mob in 
the U S 
also said fie intends 
to file a libel suit against Life 
Shenker was name’d by Cer­ 
vantes to head the city's Com­ 
mission on Crime and Law 
Enforc ement an advisory body 


It you re wondering whether 
I would change anything if I had 
my life to live over again 
he 
said 
the answer is no 
Oh. there were some mis­ 
takes I would avoid Personal 
things 
but the course of my 
life'’ No. I wouldn't alte’r it a 
bit 
How about the course the na­ 
tion has taken Would he a Iter 
that-’ 
Well 
he said. “ If I had 
been elected president there 
would have been more antitrust 
suits filed I can tell you that 
But who can say whether things 
would have been better if one 
could go back and change this 
isolated fact of history or that'’ 
History is made up of interrelat­ 
ed parts and has to be viewed 
whole Commenting on it is far 
less hazardous than making it 


I can tell you this though 
W e have developed in this coun­ 
try today a sounder political life 
than ever before 
Our people have a loftier civ­ 
il consciousness More people 
are more concerned today than 
at any time in my experience 
about conflicts of interest in 
government about the problems 
of the laborer about the fact 
that an American can go hungry 
in his own rich country I don t 
think there ever has been great­ 
er reason to hope and less cause 
for despair 
With the serenity of his accu­ 
mulated years years that span 
among their more tragic mo­ 


ments attempts on the lives of 
five presidents; two horribly 
successful 
Alf Landon can 
even view the last decade's 
spasms of violence with some 
equanimity 
Among assorted artifacts and 
political 
memorabilia 
in 
his 
basement is the three-sided lec­ 
tern he used on the four speak­ 
ing tours of his 1936 presidential 
campaign against Franklin I) 
Roosevelt It takes four men to 
lift the lectern It is bulletproof 
"They 
thought 
somebody 
might take a shot at me 
said 
Landon 
Those were volatile 
times 
He leaned back in the rocker 
stretching his legs, dug his heels 
in the Oriental rug and stared in 
contemplation at the beamed 
ceiling 
People are distraught over 
today's violence, as well they 
should be 
he said 
This coun­ 
try has always been cursed with 
violence 
For a long moment he wiped 
his glasses with his handker­ 
chief and finally said 
Don t be 
overly dismayed by the recent 
i mlence Name something terri 
ble that’s happened and I II tell 
you something as bad 
The 
country always seems to sur­ 
vive 
The important thing is that 
today more people seem to be 
outraged by the violence around 
them That shows improvement 
wouldn't you say1’ 
Alf Landon likewise can look 
upon thi’ current crop of boister­ 


ous young campus radicals with 
the calm gaze of an old sachem 
who. as fie put it has 
walked 
in their moccasins 
I m an old Bull Mooser you 
know 
he said 
We were the 
wild bunch in rm day 
Just 
what is a radical’’ They called 
us radicals back then 
Some 
people called me a radical for 
being in favor of reducing the 
12 hour day to 10 hours 
“ Not many of us old Progres­ 
sives are left 
he said 
But 
the ones who are still around 
have lived to see the country ac­ 
cept all the radical programs 
we advocated They're part of 
our way of life now 
Alf Landon has been best re­ 
membered. of course, as the 
man who went dow n to cataclys­ 
mic defeat at the hands of a su­ 
premely popular FD R in pursuit 
of his second term Result 523 
electoral votes to eight 
the 
most lopsided in history 
His fate appears even more 
stark when placed in contrast 
with the rollicking years of tri­ 
umph and popularity that set 
him on this ill-starred course to­ 
ward a 
sweeping first-ballot 
nomination at the 1936 Republi­ 
can convention even though as 
he points out lew rank-and-file 
Republicans outside of Kansas 
knew much about 
his back­ 
ground 
What they knew was that he 
won the Kansas governorship in 
1932 despite a 
Roosevelt-in­ 
spired 
Democratic 
landslide 


one of four Republican gover­ 
nors elected that year, and that 
when he ran for a second term 
two years later he was the only 
Republican governor elected in 
the nation 
The governorship was Lan­ 
don s first and only elective of­ 
fice As a dedicated amateur he 
rose from precinct worker to 
state 
GDP 
chairman 
even 
though he bolted his party in 
1912 to campaign for Theodore 
Roosevelt's Bull Moose effort 
and again in 1924 to support Wil­ 
liam Allen White's anti-Ku Klux 
Klan campaign for the Kansas 
governorship 
With his background and the 
wisdom of his years, whom does 
the old Bull Mooser regard as 
the great men of this century? 
Teddy Roosevelt and Harry 
Truman, 
he said without hesi­ 
tation 
Woodrow Wilson might 
have been if he had been willing 
to make some concessions So 
might have John F Kennedy if 
he had lived, he had what it 
takes Great men9 I think you 
would have to include John L. 
Lewis and Samuel Gompers." 
If Alf Landon was the worst- 
beaten presidential candidate of 
the century—third worse, 
if 
gauged by percentage of popu­ 
lar vote 
he is also perhaps the 
least embittered 
He seems to regard his great 
defeat rather like a train wreck 
or the collapse of a bridge; an 
impersonal act of God that oc­ 
curred while he just happened 


to be there And he can discuss 
it in good humor 


He likes to illustrate his morn­ 
ing after-election feeling with a 
yarn about a Kansan whose 
ranch was wiped out by a torna­ 
do 
house, barn fences, every­ 
thing Inspecting the wreckage 
the rancher burst out laughing 
How can you laugh at a time 
like this’ 
asked his weeping 
wife 
It s just the completeness of 
it. the man replied 
Was the 36 fiasco one of the 
things he would avoid if he had 
it to do over again'.’ 
I wouldn't duck the fight if 
that s what you mean 
he said 
But I d run the campaign dif­ 
ferently. It wouldn t affect the 
outcome, but I d feel better 
about it personally 
“ What I regret is that I didn't 
divorce myself as I should have 
from the old Republican policies 
I didn't believe in For instance 
I was more of an international­ 
ist than Roosevelt but somehow 
I managed to gc’t branded as the 
isolationist. I was stuck with the 
same sort of handicap Hubert 
Humphrey had. only worse

What Impact?

‘ Nothing has heen the same 
since ' 
Thus, one young woman s 
awakening to women's libera­ 
tion — a response that may re­ 
flect what the movement has 
done to the entire country 
Through anti-feminist eyes, 
women's liberation has been 
largely read as the newest fad 
of 
the 
fad-makers 
in 
New 
York's radical Kast Village or 
on Boston s cultured campuses 
or among San Francisco's sit- 
m-for-everything supporters 
But. away from the avant- 
garde whirl, what reaction has 
women's liberation aroused0 
True, while many of the fe­ 
male activists have sprung full- 
grown from the forefront of left­ 
ist groups, the resurgence of fe­ 
minism that they have inspired 
derives as much from being 
locked out of the executive of­ 
fice to wash diapers as it does 
from being stuck behind the 
barricades to paint posters 
Women's lib groups in towns 
across America range from the 
National Organization of Wom­ 
en — NOW — whose ex-presi­ 
dent.

M IAM I (APi - F B I agents 
have raided the headquarters of 
a mihtantlv anti-Castro group— 
13 days after a high-level I S 
government decision that exile 
raids on Cuba must stop 
Six F B I agents armed with 
search warrants in Spanish and 
English staged the raid Monday 
on the offices of the group, 
called Alpha 66. in the Little Ha­ 
vana section of Miami 
The F B I would not comment 
on the action. 
Diego Medina, press officer 
for Alpha 66. said the agents ap­ 
parently were looking for guns 
and ammunition but found none 
Medina said they seized some 
water canteens, military-type 
belts and some papers. 
Two upper echelon federal of­ 
ficials were in Miami May 15 to 
pass word among exile groups 
that the U.S. government will 
henceforth strictly enforce its 
neutrality laws. 
Federal law forbids use of 
Fnited States territory to launch 
military expeditions against a 
foreign country. 
“ We have violated no law 
Our expeditions set out from 
soil outside the Fnited States. 
Medina said 
He added that the F B I search 
would not hamper his group: 
“ This is our political office, not 
our military office." 
A government source said the 
decision to clamp down on Cu­ 
ban exile raids against their is­ 
land homeland was made at a 
Washington meeting May 13. 
He said part of the reasoning 
is that the attacks are ineffec­ 
tive and provide grist for F idel 
Castro's propaganda mill.

P R (A Pi - Ille­ 
gal abortion, a business that has 
flourished for years in this is­ 
land. 
faces stiff competition 
July 1 when most abortions be­ 
come legal for residents of New 
York State. 
By one estimate, there are 
18.000 illegal abortions in Puerto 
Rico each year, with 10.000 of 
the patients originating off-is- 
lana. primarily from the New 
York City area 
An abortion here is under­ 
stood to cost between $300 and 
$700 Some practitioners have 
charged as much as $1,000 
Conviction for performing an 
illegal abortion, and virtually 
all abortions here are illegal, 
could bring two to five years in 
prison.

against the suspect. He put an 
end to the plan by charging her 
with seeking the operation She 
was at the point of going to jail 
when the authorities admitted 
that she was acting as a police 
agent 
Discussing the difficulty of ob­ 
taining 
e v i d e n c e . 
Alcides 
Oquendo of the Department of 
Justice says: “ The woman that 
receives such an abortion can­ 
not bring her complaint to the 
authorities because she also has 
committed a crime by submit­ 
ting herself to the abortion 
The patient is subject to a jail 
sentence of five years 
Another difficulty is that con­ 
viction requires the testimony of 
one witness besides the treated 
woman 


A bill before the legislature 
this year sought to legalize op­ 
erations for victims of rape or 
incest Its sponsor argued that 
this would protect women in 
poor families. 


The bill passed the House but 
Gov Luis A. Ferre opposed it.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
has quietly demoted the man 
who accused some agency bu­ 
reaucrats of altering laboratory 
conclusions which cast doubt on 
established FDA regulatory pol­ 
icy. 
FDA Commissioner Charles 
C Edwards reorganized a path­ 
ology unit last week making Dr 
Howard L Richardson the act­ 
ing number 2 man in a new 
pathology division Richardson 
had been the FDA's chief path­ 
ologist since 1968 
Edwards installed Dr Bert J 
Vos as acting head of the path­ 
ology division, according to an 
FDA memorandum dated May 
19 Vos. a longtime agency offi­ 
cial. is a medical doctor but not 
a pathologist 
However, a leading patholo­ 
gist from the government's Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute is in line 
for the job on a permanent ba­ 
sis. an FDA spokesman empha­ 
sized 
Richardson was brought in to 
revitalize FDA 
pathology in 
part because of a reputation he 
gamed in the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration as a hard-nosed scrap­ 
per committed to scientific in­ 
tegrity. knowledgeable FDA of­ 
ficials say 
FT)A memoranda show that 
Richardson has rankled long­ 
time agency officials during the 
past year and a half with insis­ 
tent 
demands for upgrading 
pathology in the agency Pathol­ 
ogy is the branch of medicine 
dealing with the causes of tissue 
injury and death 
A memorandum written by 
Richardson Oct. 20. 1969. as a 
subject of later news stories in­ 
creased tensions within the trou­ 
bled agency. 
Richardson charged that bu­ 
reaucrats with limited scientific 
training expunged conclusions 
and recommendations from re­ 
ports of certain animal experi­ 
ments 
The 
experiments 
in 
question appeared to contradict 
official agency positions on the 
safety of some food additives, 
most 
notably 
the 
artificial 
sweetener cyclamate. 
Richardson has met mounting 
bureaucratic retaliation since 
news stories of his charges ap­ 
peared one month ago. reliable 
FT)A officials said. Richardson 
is attending a scientific meeting 
in Texas and was not available 
for comment. 
FMwards. asked to comment 
on Richardson s demotion, said 
he was seeking "an outstanding 
leader 
for the pathology divi­ 
sion 
A source close to Edwards 
said 
Richardson 
was 
not 
deemed to be that outstanding 
leader. The decision on Richard­ 
son's 
leadership quality was 
made before the news stories 
appeared, the source said 
Richardson s demotion comes 
at a sensitive time for the agen­ 
cy A House subcommittee has 
scheduled hearings next month 
on FT)A operations 
including 
Richardson s allegations 


WASHINGTON <AP' - The 
Supreme Court has again cau­ 
tioned the states they must en­ 
force the constitutional right of 
defendants to be brought to trial 
speedily 
But the right, contained in the 
sixth amendment and applied to 
the states by the court begin­ 
ning in 1967. remains largely un­ 
defined 
The court s latest involvement 
was a decision Monday that up­ 
set the holdup conviction of a 
Florida truckdriver who was not 
tried until 7 4 years after ar­ 
rest. 
Chief Justice Warren F^ Bur­ 
ger said the delay obviously 
prejudiced the delayed defend­ 
ant. Robert Dean Dickey, since 
two witnesses died and police 
records were lost or destroyed 
Moreover Burger said Dick­ 
ey three times asked to be tried 
and was turned down before of­ 
ficials. under pressure of Flori­ 
da courts, finally decided to 
move ahead with his prosecu­ 
tion 
Crowded dockets a lack of 
judges or lawyers and other fac­ 
tors sometime make delay inev­ 
itable. the chief justice said But 
when the delay is for the con­ 
venience of the state and is pre­ 
judicial to the defendant it is 
intolerable and impermissible, 
he said 
The ruling only begins to re­ 
solve a serious legal problem 
Justice William J 
Brennan 
Jr noted in a concurring opin­ 
ion that the court has left sever­ 
al questions open 
For example: Does the right 
to be tried speedily also involve 
a right to be indicted speedily'.’ 
And 
Does a convicted man 
have to show he was prejudn ed 
bv delay, or is a long delay suf­ 


ficient ground to invalidate the 
conviction? 
Also Does a man have to de­ 
mand a speedy trial as Dickey 
did to be entitled to one'’ 
Undoubtedly, there are ac­ 
cused who do everything they 
can to delay their trials, and 
some undoubtedly benefit by the 
delay 
But in the main, delay oper­ 
ates against a man's ability to 


defend himself Witnesses and 
evidence may be lost memories 
fade and Brennan pointed out. 
some defenses such as insanity 
become more difficult to sus­ 
tain 
Three years ago an American 
Bar Association study group 
recommended that prosecution 
of criminal defendants be pro­ 
hibited if they are not brought 
to trial speedily

ED ITO R ’S NOTE - Suburbia 
used to be a one-way street, 
crowded with thousands fleeing 
the city. Some of the tide has 
been turning lately, and the sto­ 
ry of one house in one suburb of­ 
fers some hints why

The house on Canterbury Road 
is a suburban dream home: 
three bedrooms, two baths, f i ­ 
acre wooded lot with a stone 
fence, 
small

It the house could talk, it 
would say much about why peo­ 
ple move to the suburbs 
and 
why they leave. 
It was built of wood and stone 
22 years ago. the kind of house 
that lias tripled in value, the 
kind a real estate salesman 
would tap on its plaster walls 
and exclaim: "Thev don’t build 
'em like this any more." 
But a house is for people and 
people's ideas change and the 
house on Canterbury Road is no 
exception but a prototype ot the 
joys and otherwise ot suburban 
living. 
The first owners. Dick and 
Marion Reiss, bought it in 1948 
planning to live there happily 
ever after. 
Hie Reiss’s had lived in the 
city all their lives and rented 
summer homes in the country 
until it was time to think about 
schooling for their 4-year-old 
son.

Once in Harrison they lived 
happily 
together 
for 
many 
years-the house, the Reiss’s 
and their son-all growing older 
together Then things began to 
change. 
Gradually the woods became 
populated with other three bed­ 
room 
homes. 
Some 
of 
the 
Reiss’s contemporaries moved 
back to the city The newcomers 
had young children and the 
Reiss's felt they had little in 
common with them 
Mrs. Reiss had been elected 
recording secretary of so many 
women’s organizations she was 
grateful when Rick took his 
typewriter to Dartmouth Col­ 
lege* so she had an excuse to say 
no to further secretarial volun­ 
teering 


Her husband, a Democrat in a 
Republican area, enjoyed the 
smalltown politics and even ran 
unsuccessfully for town board 
once but somehow school bond 
issues didn't seem as relevant 
after Rick was in college. 
Like many city-bred men. 
Reiss found he never really be­ 
came handy with home repairs. 
As Mrs. Reiss grew older, she 
didn’t like being alone. 
Rising 
s u b u r b a n 
crime 
seemed 
ominous. 
The aging 
commuter trains began to bring 
her husband home later every 
night from his Manhattan law 
practice. 
With 
Rick away at 
Dart­ 
mouth. then at New York I ’ni- 
versity law school, the house 
seemed to grow larger. 
"It was like an empty shell, 
recalled Mrs. Reiss 
Mrs. Reiss's health waned 
and doctors warned her about 
climbing stairs. 
One day Mr and Mrs Reiss 
decided it was time to move. 
They sold the house, not with­ 
out regrets, and moved into a 
two bedroom apartment in Man­ 
hattan 
They have no lawn on which 
to sit on a hot summer night. 
Rut then they reason there's no 
grass to mow A building handy­ 
man takes care of repairs. They 
complain of air pollution but are 
proud of their East River view. 
She complains about the poorly 
stocked markets but she does 
enjoy having tfie groceries de­ 
livered 
Public transportation in the 
city is undependable but they 
enjoy not having the responsibil­ 
ity of an automobile 
Their rent is increasing but 
then they don t have to pay pro­ 
perty taxes 
We just reverted back to 
where we were 28 years ago. 
said Mrs. Reiss, "th e city in 
the winter. Westchester County 
in the summer That’s our sto­ 
ry 
The Reiss’s story appeared to 
be on the way to being repeated 
with the Alan Silverstone’s. a 
young couple in their mid-twen­ 
ties with one daughter, who pur­ 
chased the house on Canterbury 
Road. 
The Silverstone’s added shiny, 
modern appliances to the kitch­ 


en. painted and papered 
But 
then one day less than a year 
later. Alan Silverstone totaled 
the hours spent commuting and 
realized that each year he was 
spending the equivalent of a five 
week vacation on a train "Com­ 
muters say they can read the 
paper or sleep on the train, 
he 
said "But if you were a psy­ 
chiatrist and worked on them 
six months, you’d find they 
don’t like it 
"W e had a beautiful home I 
just never had time to enjoy it. 
said Silverstone. 
The 
Silverstones 
sold 
the 
house to the first people to see 
it. Janet and Tom King, both in 
their late 20’s. 
Janet, a petite blond, grew up 
in a small Massachusetts town 
Tom. a portfolio analyst for a 
large brokerage firm, lived in 
New York City as a child and in 
suburbia as a teen-ager Neith­ 
er would consider living in the 
city with their daughter. Leslie. 
3. or son. Douglas, two months. 
Both sing the praises of Harri­ 
son and their house 
Cookouts—"That’s 
standard 
suburban operating procedure." 
said Tom. "I've been known to 
cook out in a rainstorm. 
Their neighbors—"You get as 
much privacy as you want 
Tom relishes working in the 
yard. Janet keeping house. They 
have been active in local issues. 
Eventually they plan to convert 
the sunporch into an extra 
room.

Puerto Rico's Pioneer Compulsory Auto Insurance Law is Working to Advantage 


SAN JUAN. P R (AP» - The 
director of Puerto Rico's unu­ 
sual compulsory auto insurance 
program says its first 
four 
months have been a complete 
success, bringing benefits to 
both insured* and the govern­ 
ment 
Th e 
government -financed 
compulsory insurance program 
is the only one of its kind under 
the U.S. flag Twenty-one U.S. 
states have so far sought infor­ 
mation on the Puerto Rico plan 


as have Brazil, the Dominican 
Republic and Canada 
The administration provides 
benefits to persons injured in 
traffic accidents 
In case of 
death, compensation is awarded 
to the widow and the children of 
the victim There is no compen­ 
sation for property damage 
which is worked out by the par­ 
ties involved, either in court or 
by private settlement 
In the last four months we 
have knocked down ail the argu­ 


ments made against the auto 
accident compensation adminis­ 
tration Said the director Frank 
Fournier 
Only 25 per cent of island 
drivers previously were covered 
by private tasuranceand only 15 
per cent of all traffic victims re­ 
ceived compensation for their 
injuries he added 
An island insurer Manuel San 
Juan, said private insurance 
companies have had to reduce 
their premiums about 27 per 


cent due to the government s 
compulsory system The insur­ 
ers have had to make adjust­ 
ments on injury' and death pay­ 
ments although private insur­ 
ance still provides more bene­ 
fits than the government pro­ 
gram 


When the law creating the 
new program was discussed, 
many people predicted that 
compensations to be awarded 
from government funds would 


far outstrip the agency’s reve­ 
nue 
But Fournier found the oppos­ 
ite To function for the last six 
months of this fiscal year—from 
Jan to June 30 -Ahe administra­ 
tion has $8 million. 
As of April 30. it had commit­ 
ted only about $2 million Of 
this $911,000 was for medical 
aid, $67,000 for burial expenses. 
95.000 for disability, and $15,000 
for loss of limb. About $307,000 
was awarded to dependents of 


the 145 persons who died in traf­ 
fic accidents. 
i f accidents follow the de­ 
scending rhythm of the last four 
months." Fournier says, 
we 
will have a sizable amount left 
over in our budget." 
The budget comes from the 
fixed sum of 35 that every driv­ 
er pays annually. Last year, 
drivers paid half this amount 
for a six-month penod. This 
year, with the entire sum to be 
paid. Fournier is counting on 


about $20 million. Puerto Rico 
has 570.000 vehicles. 
The agency does not pay com­ 
pensation in all cases. If the 
person involved is not author­ 
ized to drive, is drunk or under 
the influence of drugs or if the 
accident occurs during a racing 
competition, no compensation is 
paid. 
Nor is the compensation paid 
if the accident occurs during the 
perpetration of a criminal act or 
if it is deliberate. 


Fournier believes that his 
agency's campaign to reduce 
traffic accidents has helped 
somewhat He also credits work 
done by the Police Department, 
the Public Works Department 
and the Education Department 
with lowering the number of ac­ 
cidents that have occurred . 
According to Fournier’s pre­ 
dictions. based on figures from 
the first four months. 51.600 ac­ 
cidents will occur this year 
compared to 57.165 last year.
